SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO RADIOCARBON DATES 
WILLIAM FOX 


The following is a chronological summary of both published 
and recent unpublished radio-carbon dates. These data are further 
organized by presently accepted cultural divisions; and, while the 
information is generally self-explanatory, it should be noted that 
the individual's name and bracketed date refer to the excavator 
who obtained the sample and the year in which it was collected 
(not necessarily submitted). The B.P. date refers to radio-carbon 
years before 1950 A.D. and the calendrical calculation has only 
been corrected in the case of the two carbonized corn dates, using 
Hall's formula. The only other concession to "uncooperative" 
radio-carbon dates involves the use of an asteriks beside the 


calendrical date, indicating when a result was totally unacceptable 


to the researcher and presumed to be due to gross contamination. 
Finally, in order to limit the size of this KEWA issue, a bibliography 
of published sources has been omitted. This information can be obtained 


from the writer if required.
